Tho belief 
has spread with more rapidity than 
was expected when tile crusade was 
inaugurated, but it is thought that it 
will not meet wit ii success fora much 
longer time. 
The professed require­ 
ments of t hose people who are too good 
to attend church is so great,and saint 
like Christians are so few, that tin- 
crusade, it is thought, will stain draw 
all who think that way from t Im- 
churches, and there end. 
The advocates of the innovation 
propose Pi keep th i'm se I yes aloof from 
tin* regularly organized churches, and 
meet at their homes for tile purpose 
of discussing their doctrine and hold 
ingservices. 
When this was pointed 
out to a minister he laughed,and ex­ 
plained to the advocate that a church 
was not necessarily a building, hut 
simply a communion of people who 
I id ie vc in the same doctrine; but the 
advocate could not see it that way. 
The history of tin* movement e x ­ 
tends through several months, and 
shows four persons as tile founders 
and prominent factors. They want to 
conduct their devotions without con­ 
tact with people who sin,and desire to 
he free from tile duties of financially 
sustaining preachers, janitors, and 
fuel and light companies 
Appar­ 
ently they are opposed to anvilling rn 
reiving the expenditure of money for 
church work, and for tills reason may 
succeed in obtaining a few more con­ 
verts. 
Several persons were heard discuss* 
the question on the street today, and 
one of them named the new sect by 
styling them the "Church of tin- Holy 
Rollers.”

The different sections 
a* they appear iii the statute honks 
were passed a year ago last Saturday, 
and are a* follows: 
Section 6854a. 
Whoever wrongfully 
takes away any bicycle, tricycle or 
tandem bicycle from Hie home or lot 
of another poison, or from any other 
place where any such bicycle, tricycle 
or tandem bicycle lias lieen lawfully 
placed, w11Ii intent to Injure or use 
such bicycle, 
tricycle or 
tandem 
bicycle, shun Im* lined not more than 
one hundred dollars or Imprisoned not 
m ore than sixty days, or both. 
Section 5854b. 
Whoever maliciously 
alters or defaces any number ort, or re­ 
moves any number-plate from any 
bicycle, tricycle or tandem bicycle the 
property of another, or who malici­ 
ously alters, defaces or removes any 
name placed on any bicycle, tricycle 
or tandem bicycle Hie property of an­ 
other, shun lie fined not more than 
fifty dollars or Imprisoned not more 
than thirty days, or both. 
Section a854c. 
Whoever maliciously 
Injures (or removes- the tire on any 
bicycle, tricycle or tandem bicycle. 
the property of another, either by 
puncturing, cutting, defacing or in 
any manner dost Toying any tire on any 
bicycle, t ricycle or tandem bicycle, o r 
wlio maliciously removes or destroys 
or defaces any part "f any bicycle, 
tricycle or tandem bicycle the, prop­ 
erty of another, shall lie fined not 
more than fifty dollars or Imprisoned 
not more than thirty days, or both, 
provided t hat said bicycle, tricycle or 
tandem bicycle lins been listed for 
taxation. 
The section relating to t In* punet wr­ 
ing of tires is perhaps Hic most im­ 
portant of the lot. In fact it is the one 
which prominent wheelmen of the 
city proposed to have observed to the 
letter. 
Not biog ago a lot. of tacks 
were sprinkled along the paved st reels 
for no other purpose than to annoy 
and do damage. Some people who 
were affected by the deed decided to 
have the perpetrators punished, but 
upon second thought let Hie matter 
rest determining to give them an­ 
other chance. Since that time they 
have secured the law upon Hie sull­ 
ied, and arc now ready to prosecute 
ll to the let ter if Hie deed is agata a t­ 
tempted, These law* were passed at 
the earnest solicitation of Hie ohio 
branch of the League of American 
Wheelmen, and the :i,ooo members in 
the state are using their Influx nee in 
all parts of Ohio to have them en­ 
forced.

been tile plan at Columbus to make 
tile criminals of (Hilo pay for t heir In­ 
carceration. 
They have in the past 
been made to do an honest days work 
while living an honest life, and few 
have left the Institution without bay 
ing served their tim e iii some distinct 
brancii 
work. 
Consequently they 
have been able to look after them 
selves when their liberty was restored, 
and some have never returned to their 
wicked ways. 
It is not so now. They 
are crowded together in what t hey 
call idle rooms, and their lives are a 
burden. 
Some have been unable to 
stand tile strain, and have become In­ 
sane. 
Others have ceased to tlnd 
places on the roll of honor, and have 
broken Hie rules. 
Another class have 
shown a disposition to revolt, an da 
few have been behaving themselves 
as well as possible. 
Thus It can be 
seen that a great penal institution is 
not a success w ithout constant em­ 
ployment for the prisoners.

Natural gas Is so cheap here 
th a t those who w ant It can have it, 
and rigid, there Is Hie strong point In 
my observation. 
W hat Is to pre­ 
vent the extension of a gas pipe 
into the hack yard? T hat would not 
Cost a fortune. 
W hat is there to pre­ 
vent the property-owner or the man 
who rents the house from digging a 
hole a few feet deep in the hack yard? 
Extend the pipe to the hole, put a 
burner In place,and you have a mlna- 
ture garbage furnace. 
It would re 
quire only a little trouble for the 
house-wife to carry the refuse m atter 
into the hack yard, light the gas, and 
then put the garbage Into the hole, 
arid it will be consumed in a very few 
minutes. 
By this method the cost 
would br* so divided th a t few peoplr 
would feel It, arid the furnaces would 
be so scattered th a t there could be no 
Inturlous effects.
